I'd  like  to  get  as  much  of  the  mine  site  stabilization  needs  funded  as  possible.  I 
recognize  that  there  are  entities  wanting  Cooperative  Agreements  for  their 
response  work  but  their  deadline  is  October  15th  to  submit  their  applications.  I'd 
rather  fund  them  with  FY'16  dollars  whenever  we  get  their  applications  approved.  I 
believe  that  START  is  sufficiently  funded  for  both  the  Durango  response  sampling 
($1m)as  well  as  the  Long-term  Monitoring  Strategy  $1m). 


Joni  - For  ERRS:  We  just  put  $200K  out  of  the  FY'14  funds  into  a TO  for 
Congressional  testimony  preparation.  We  need  to  put  the  remaining  $271,409.96  of 
the  FY'14  funds  onto  the  ERRS  contract  (My  plan  is  to  use  this  for  the  existing  TO 
for  GKM  minesite  stabilization,  but  we  can  hold  off  putting  it  into  the  TO  until  Steve 
Way  indicates  he  needs  the  funds). 

From  the  $6  million  we  received  on  9/14/15:  I'd  like  to  obligate  $2,414,710  to  ERRS 
(again,  this  is  expected  to  be  used  for  GKM  minesite  stabilization,  but  we  can  hold 
off  putting  it  into  the  TO  until  Steve  Way  indicates  he  needs  the  funds). 

Due  - For  the  USCG:  We  projected  that  we'll  need  $136,290  to  be  added  to  the  IA 
for  minesite  stabilization.  If  you  could  please  add  that,  I would  appreciate  it.
